NEW YORK, May 21.—An explosion 


of live barrels of hydro-carbide in the 
New York 
Central railroad yards

150th stret and Sheridan avenue today 
caused a disastrous fire and resulted in 
the death of one man and the serious in- 
jury of several others. An erroneous re- 
port to the effect that eight had been 
burned to death was sent to the police 
headquarters but was shortly afterward 
denied. The man who lost his life was 
Joseph Careno, thirty-live years old, and 
ue seriously injured"1 avc John Wcyler, 
4-2 years old and Lcoimry Stoker, 31 
years old, both severely burned.

Mortgages held by poisons, associations

The senate substitute for the railroad 


rebate commission bill was passed by 
both houses of the legislature yesterday. 
It empowers the railroad commissioner 
to investigate and ascertain if the rail- 
roads have been paying rebates in Wis- 
consin. The original bill, which was in- 
troduced in the assembly, created a corn- 
mission for that purpose, consisting of 
the railroad commissioner, attorney gen- 
eral and bank examiner. 


The committee substitute for the Bar- 


ger anti-lobbyist bill went through the 
senate after an unsuccessful attempt was 
made to amend it to provide that federal 
officeholders should not bo amenable to 
it. The senate did adopt such an amend- 
ment, but the assembly refused to con- 
cur it it, and the upper house later re- 
ceded. The bill is sweeping in its pro- 
visions, and absolutely 
prohibits 
any 


state or federal officeholder from influ- 
encing or attempting to influence 
the 


vote of any member of the legislature, 
for or against any measure pending be- 
fore cither branch of that body. It also 
makes it unlawful for any one to solicit 
or receive money or anything of value 
from any corporation, firm or individual 
in consideration of the'oxercise of his in- 
llucncc for or against the nomination or 
election of any nominee for any elective 


office.

"We arrived at Hong Kong, China, a,

Then we went to Canton, about ninety 
miles up the. river. Canton certainly a 
a wonderful place, having a. population 
of thrcts million inhabitants, one-half of 
whom live in road-looking houseboats. 


"I was ashore to see an execution of 


eleven Chinese pirates. They were lined 
up on their knees amid deathlike silence, 
and hands are bound behind them. The 
executioner was a Japanese. He had a 
blade like a meat axe and with it he 
sliced off their leads one after the other 
with as much ease and unconccrnity as 
one would use in chipping off the bud of 
a, sunflower with a hand scythe. Each 
of the condemned were decapitated with 
a single blow except one who had a neck 
like a shark and required a second blow. 


"It was a ghastly and frightful sight. 


Imagine headless human beings wriggling 
on the ground in pools of human gore 
with the heads rolling about as they 
come in contact with the motions of the 
bodies. As the sparkes of life in the dit- 
ferent bodies became extinct the remains 
were gathered and carted 
away. The 


execution .was witnessed by a number of 
the members of the foreign legation, in- 
cluding several women, who however left 
after two had been executed, the sight 
of 
the heads falling, bodies 
collapsing 


with streams of blood spurting in the air 
was too sickening for them to bear.

WASHINGTON", May 21—A v.-goroui 


ejort is to be made by the interstate 
Commerce commission to compel Presi- 
dent Baer of the Reading -Coal & Iron 
company and the Reading railway aid 
officials of other anthracite coal carrying 
roads to answer certain questions and to 
produce certain documents which they 
refused at the recent hearing before the 
commission in New York to answer and 
produce. 


The particular document is, 'the origi- 


nals of which are demanded by the com- 
mission, are alleged contracts among the 
eoal carrying roads limiting the produc- 
tion of coal. 
Upon request of the com- 


mission Attorney General Knox instruct- 
ed General Burnett, district attorney for 
the southern district of New York to pre- 
sent a petition to the United States cir- 
cuit court and asked for an order to com- 
pel the officials of the 
coal carrying 


roads to appear before the commission, 
answer the questions and produce the do- 
cuments. The petition was received by 
the interstate commerce commission to- 
day and it will be signed probably 'to- 
morrow. 
The probabilities are that it 


will be presented formally to the circuit 
court next Monday. The hearing of ar- 
guments on the petition probably will not 
be held until the first week in June.

There was profound sorrow through- 


out the city and county of Racine tlu'» 
morning, when the announcement was 
made' that County Surveyor Sayrs G. 
Knight was dead. Few people knew that 
Mr. Knight had been sick and it was 
hard to believe that lie had passed away. 
In his demise the city loses one of its 
earliest settlers, the oldest living civil 
engineer and a good and honorable man. 


Two weeks ago Mr. Knight was taken 


ill, being stricken with paralysis and has 
been lying helpless at hb home No. 518 
Sixteenth street. From the first his 
family entertained little hopes for his re- 
covery. Slowly he grew 
weaker 
and 


about 4:30 this morning death ended hi3 
long and useful life. 


Sayrs G. Knight was born at Battle- 


boro, Vermont, September 27, 1333, and 
was a son of the late Albe.rt G. Knight, 
who came to Racine on horseback in. the 
year 1S38, and was identified with the 
early history 
of the city. The 
son, 


Sayrs G., came llic following spring, when 
but a few years old and his education 
was acquired in. ihc primitive schools of 
the early days,'- and1 he also experienced 
all of those hardships known to the pio- 
neer. Deceased worked hard with 
his 


father and when it came time for him to 
choose a profession .he decided upon civil 
engineer. 


His first experience was when the old 


Racine and Mississippi railway was built, 
leading from lUcine. to Eeloit and on 
west, and he was under the direction of 
Chief Engineer Foster. In later years le 
was city engineer of Racine, following 
•i.he late H, G. Winslow, and he surveyed, 
,i:ave lines and laid out a large portion 
(if the north, south and west sides of the 
city. Alter retiring as city engineer he 
went west and was engaged iu the engi- 
neering department 
nt 
Omaha, 
><"eb., 


where he remained for some years and 
returned to Kacine. 


Soon he wns elected county surveyor 


and off and on hns been surveyor in the 
county for over forty years. There is 
probably no living man in the southern 
part of" the state who surveyed for tho 
opening of more new plats in the city 
and county than Mr. Knight, and his 
work was generally accurate and reliable 
an^ jimny'disputes over lines have been 
settled by bis surveys. 


When the great controversy was on in 


regard to the lines in the south part of 
the citv Mr. Knight wns called upon to 
make surveys and his decision was tak- 
en as the right one. When id health he 
was ever on the move and working to 
carry out some plan for additions to the 
tity and county. 


Although a quiet and unassuming man, 


ever attending to his own business, there 
wns not a better known or more honored 
citizen in the county, nud his death is to 
he siiieorc.lv regretted. The door of his

The passage of bill No. 414A, by the

RUSSIAN GOVERNOR 


SLAIN OUT OF REVENGE 


UFA, Kuropean Russia, May '20.—The 


assassination of Governor Bogdanovitch 
in the town park bore yesterday was ap- 
parently an act of revenge growing out 
of the riot at Slatusk in March last, 
when twenty-eight persons were killed 
and lifty oliiers wounded by gendarmes 
and troops. Details of the governor's as- 
siissination show that he was walking 
iilonc among the crowds in the park yes- 
terday afternoon when he was approach- 
ed, in a shady Inne near the church, by 
two men, one of whom bowed and handed 
the governor a packet.

and report the. result of such meeting to 
this body at this evening's session. 


At 'the evening session, an amendment. 


agreed to by the leaders of both houses, 
was adopted .in the senate by unanimous 
consent and subsequently accepted by the 
assembly, making the exacting clause 
read as follows: 


"This act shall take effect and be in 


force from ftnd after its passage and pub- 
lication, subject to all provisions heroin 
contained for its submission to the peo- 
ple for their ratification or rejection." 


ATHAT BABCOCK .4XD OTHERS 


THINK OF ACTION. 


Congressman J. AY. Babcock was one 


of the many who expressed satisfaction 
at 'the outcome of the long controversy. 


Mr. Babcock said: 
"1 was gratified to 'learn of the action 


of the assembly in accepting the senate 
amendment to the primary bill, with an 
amendment which refers the entire bill to 
the people for their approval or rejection. 


'There is such a radical difference of 


opinion as to the status of the primary 
election among the people that it could 
only be fairly determined in this way. 


"If no primary bill were passed, the 


legislature might be charged with failure 
to carry out the pledges of the party 
platform. 
This action certainly carries 


out any pledges made by the party, and 
further it gives to the people an oppor- 
tunity to say at the polls whether they 
wont a primary election law. 


"I am one of those who believe that 


a primary law is unnecessary, that it is 
no't essential, nor is it desired by the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin, nr.tl that when sub- 
mitted io a vole that a large and decis- 
ive majority will be against it. 


"It never has been charged that the 


present system was subject to fraud or 
that the majority was denied its consti- 
tutional right to express itself 'through 
caucuser or conventions, or that there 
were serious defects to cure, and I do 
not believe there is any general demand 
or need for such radical changes or the 
passage of a law that denies the right to 
party representatives to assemble in con- 
vention. 


"The action of thn legislature today 


ought to be satisfactory to all, for it 
opens the way for a full and /rce discus- 
sion of the whole subject and provides 
an opportunity for each and every voter 
to give expression of his opinion at the 
polls.'' 


Senator Whitehcad—It was within the 


power of 'the majority of the senate to 
have prevented the passage of a primary 
election bill at this session of the legis- 
lature. 
The proposition made by the 


senate on March 26 was fair. 
The sen- 


ators who doubted the wisdom of the 
measure were willing to give it a par- 
tial 'trial. Tin* are entirely 
satisfied 


with the action of the assembly and with 
the concurrence therein today of the sen- 
ate. The people will dispose of the mat- 
ter to their own satisfaction. 


Senator Johnson—I think there is an 


honest difference of opinion among the 
Republicans of this state as to just what 
character of a primary election law is de- 
sired, and 'that there is an honest doubt 
about what the Republican state conven- 
tion desired. I think 
the Democrats 


ought io have an opportunity to express 
themselves on this question as 'they are 
as much concerned as any of us. The ref- 
erendum is the fairest way to ascertain 
the rea.1 choice of all the voters in this 
state, and I hey should have that oppor- 
tunity after ample time to consider and 
study the question.

TOWED MANY MILES BY WHALE 


New Eneland Finhermno nan TlirilUni: 


Kxpcrlcnoc With LcTlathnn of Dctp. 


BOSTON, May 20.—Captain 
Horace 


Hillman, an Edgartown fisherman, has 
been towed by a maddened whale many 
miles out to sea. at a speed rivaling that 
of a fast express train. Captain Hill- 
man and Manuel Corrcro, a Portuguese 
sailor, went in the catboat Thelma. ex- 
amining nets off the southern ihore of 
No Man's Land, south of Martha's Vine- 
yard, 


Suddenly a whale leaped out of the 
atcr within ten feet of the Thelma and 


broupht down his immense tail with a 
fearful wing. The boat rocked violcnt- 
Iv and both men were thrown prostrate. 
Then the whale started out to sea, foul- 
ing the lines which attached the nets to 
the boat and towing the Thelma soa- 
\vard. 


Corrcro was buried under a heap ol 


nets. Captain Hillman was stunned by 
his fall, but regained his feet and at- 
tempted io release the Portuguese, who 
was unable to do so. Captain Hillman 
estimated the whale towing the Tbelina 
at thirty miles an hour. Torrents of 
water poured over the broad flat stern 
and he was forced to bail continuously 
to

situation a squall approached from the 
south and Hillman was obliged to bail 
with one hand while with the other ho 
fumbled at tne halyards and down houl.

A plan now being follow- 
ed by drivers of milk wagons is held to 
be a danger. 


Two deliveries of milk a day are abso- 


lutely essential if infant health is to be 
protected. As it is the milk delivered 
in the city is thirty-lix hour* old on the 
average before it reaches the customer. 
The effects already are seen in a rising 
death rate among infants.

Madison, Wis., May 19.—Well, the

Many—not all—of the.members came 
back for the sessions last night and 
today, but last week, including Friday 
afternoon, exhausted most of the busi- 
ness. 
There was fresh flurry over 


primary elections, led by Messrs. Ray, 
Cowling and Barker, who with mf.ny 
others, object to being placed in the 
position of opposing the primary elec- 
tion law, but nothing eamo of it. The 
people must interpret the failure as 
best they can. The assembly voted a 
full primary election system of nomin- 
ations to go into effect at once, and 
the senate voted identically the same 
bill with the qualification that only 
part of It (city and county oflieers) 
shall go into cTrct at once, the result 
of the plan to be approved or disap- 
proved by the people at the polls in 
tho fall of .I'.'CM. 
Whether the law- 


maker having voted for this last prop- 
osition can be properly abused by his 
constituents on his return home Is the 
question. If it be n matter of staud- 
ing by the party pledge, the admmis- 


imist concede that they

SqcccM of Ad Valorem. 


The enactment of the ad valorem 


system of railway taxation is one of 
the most important enactments in the 
history of Wisconsin.

rail and freight car and baggage truck 
In the state, to be assessed as your 
watch and house are assessed. The 
total to be multiplied by the same tax 
rate for you and the 
Northwestern 


railway company. The'railway repre- 
sentatives say tbat this system means 
less taxes to be paid by them than un- 
der the present license fee system (4 
per cent on gross earnings.) This, 
however, is doubted. The expectation 
is that railroad companies must turn 
into the state $1,000,000 additional in 
taxes. It is likely the railroads will 
contest the law if they can find any 
constitutional or other flaws. This is 
the history of the Introduction of the 
rid valorem in other states. But it 
will'soon bo in operation and every 
lawmaker who had a hand in bringing 
it about may feel gratified in the same. 
The change will re-move one cause of

delivery service of the post office dpart- 
'ment. "Postmaster General Payne today 
announced that this deficiency now ag- 
gregates $227,407 of which $105,000 is in 
thc^free delivery branch and $121,500 in 
the rural free 
delivery 
service. 
The 


postmaster general said he very much re- 
gretted the existence of the deficit and 
for 'the first time publicly criticised the 
administration of A. W. Machen, the 
general superintendent of the frce^ de- 
livery system, who is out on indefinite 
leave of absence. 


"This is not the first time that a de- 


ficiency 1ms occurred in the free deliv- 
ery service," said Mr. Payne, "but I re- 
gret its existence." At the opening of 
the last congress Mr. Machcn pointed out 
that without additional apropriations no 
more routes rould be established beyond 
those ready to be installed January 1. 
He said, however, if congress appropri- 
ated $500,000 for the purpose the work 
could b". continued during the rest of the 
fiscal year. 
This 
appropriation 
was 


promptly made but it was exhausted. De- 
spite this fact the office, (the free deliv- 
ery office) was going on increasing the 
deficiency and if we had not taken steps 
to curta'il the expenditures and suspend 
the establishment of routes until the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year, the de- 
ficit would have been much larger. 
It 


was not a good administration. 


Continuing the postmaster general said 


that part of the deficiency was discov- 
ered before Mr. Machen was given his 
leave of absence. 


"He reported a part of it himself 
-Mr. 


Payne added. "First Assistant Postmas- 
ter" General Wynne recently reported to 
me that 820,000 deficiency existed in the 
rural service and Mr. Wynne and I 
agreed that by economical measures the 
department might eliminate that. I sup- 
pose that was the amount reported to Mr. 
Wvnne."

Explosion of Chemicals Ignites 


Gas Tanks-Two Men Re- 


ported Killed. 


NEW YORK, May 21.—An explosion 


of five barrels of hydro-carbide in the 
New York 
Central railroad 
yards 
at 


loBth stret and Sheridan avenue today 
caused a disastrous fire and resulted in 
the death of one man and the serious in- 
jury of several others. An erroneous re- 
port to the effect that eight had been 
burned to death was sent to the police 
headquarters but was shortly afterward 
denied. The man who lost his life was 
Joseph Careno, thirty-five years old, and 
tae seriously injurecT are John Weyler, 
42 years old and Lconary Stoker, 
31 


years old, both severely burned. 


The fire spread to three gas tanks, the 


machine and repair shops and several 
freight cars. The explosion of the gas 
tanks caused a. great deal of confusion 
and for' a time it was feared that it 
would be impossible to save the hundreds 
of cars lying in the yards. The 20th 
Century express for Chicago and other 
New York Central trains were delayed 
by the fire. 


The explosions occurred at intervals of 


one or two minutes and were heard all 
over the bronx. The oil tank which ex- 
ploded was located opposite 155th street. 
In it the gas was made with which the 
cars are lighted. The tank was about 
40 feet in diameter; thirty feet high and 
contained nearly 200,000 gallons of oil. 
The fire shot one hundred feet into the 
air. 
An adjacent building used as a fac- 


tory was totally destroyed as was a re- 
pair shop near by which was thirty by 
sixty in size. The firemen saved 
the 


large machine shop.

The body was discover- 
ed by a son who entered the barn to feed 
a horse. 


Before committing 
the deed nothing 


unusual was discovered in the actions of 
Mr. Woodward, except that at times he 
was despondent. During yesterday af- 
ternoon he visited his mother, his sons 
being with him. They 
returned home 


and fifteen minutes before the body wa 
found the man had been talking cheer- 
fully to his wife. 


The discovery by the son was an awful 


shock and lie excitedly gave the alarm 
and. the body was taken down and JJr 
Peehn 
of Corliss hurriedly 
summoned 


but could do nothing, for when he arriv- 
ed Mr. Woodward had been dead for 
some time. 


Surroundings 
indicated 
that 
Mr 


Woodward had entered the barn, adjust 
ed a rope about a rafter at the highes 
point and then dropped about six feet.

an inquest held. Evidence of the family 
was heard and a verdict rendered tha 
he came to his death by hanging him 
self, while suffering from despondency, 


Mr. Woodward was an Englishman bj 


birth and came to this county mani 
years ago, and was 00 years old. Fo 
thirty odd years he has lived in the vi 
cinity of Sylvania and was a moulder b; 
trade. He possessed an inventive mind 
however and several years ago inventei 
a patent fire escape. Exhibitions wer 
given in this city at the Snoop building 
last winter and Fire Marshal Cape and 
others who went down from the third 
floor in the apparatus, said it was the 
very "best thing of the kind ever placed 
on the American market. Mr. Woodward 
also gave exhibitions at Milwaukee and 
the firemen of that city were loud in 
their praises of the patent and a number 
of them were sold in that city. 


Worry over the fact that capitalists 


did not purchase and take hold of the 
patent and that it did not find a ready 
market is believed to have affected his 
mind and prompted the desire to end his 
life. 


In Racine Mr. Woodward 
was well 


known and there was great surprise 
when it was learned that he had ended 
his life. 


There survives him a wife, mother and 


seven children, who will have the sym- 
pathy of their many friends in this their 
sad hour of affliction.

ree system are exempted from the opera- 
tion of the measure. The bill is the re- 
sult of an agreement between a joint 
conference committee of the two houses. 
The original bill, which was prepared by 
the assembly committee on the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes and intro- 
duced in the lower house, 'provided for 
the taxation of mortgages as an: interest 
in land, without giving the mortgagee or 
mortgagor any option in the matter. 


The senate substitute for the railroad 


rebate commission bill was. passed, by 
both houses of the legislature yesterday. 
It empowers the railroad commissioner 
to investigate and ascertain if the rail- 
roads have been paying rebates in Wis- 
consin. The original bill, which was in- 
troduced in the assembly, created a com- 
mission for that purpose, consisting of 
the railroad commissioner, attorney gen- 
eral and bank examiner. 


The committee substitute for the Bar- 


•er anti-lobbyist bill went through the 
senate after an unsuccessful attempt was 
made to amend it to provide that federal 
officeholders should not be amenable to 
it. The senate did adopt such an amend- 
ment, but the assembly refused to con- 
cur it it, niid the upper house later"re- 
ceded. The bill is sweeping in its pro- 
visions, and absolutely prohibits any 
state or federal officeholder from, influ- 
encing or attempting to influence 
the 


vote of any member of the legislature, 
for or against any measure pending be- 
fore either branch of that body. It also 
makes it unlawful for any one to solicit 
or receive money or anything of value 
from any corporation, firm or individual 
in consideration of the'exercise of his in- 
iluence for or against the nomination or 
election of any nominee for any elective 
office.

Canton certainly is 
a wonderful place, having a. population 
of three million inhabitants, one-half of 
whom live in road-looking houseboats. 


"I was ashore to see an execution of 


eleven Chinese pirates. They were lined 
up on their knees amid deathlike-silence, 
and hands are bound behind them. The 
executioner was a Japanese. He had a 
blade like a meat axe and with it he 
sliced off their heads one after the other 
with, as much ease and unconceruity as 
one would use in chipping off the bud of 
a sunflower with a hand scythe. Each 
of the condemned were decapitated with 
a singh: blow except one who had a neck 
like a shark and required a second blow. 


"It was a ghastly and frightful sight. 


Imagine headless human beings-wriggling 
on the ground in pools of human gore 
with the heads rolling about as they 
come in contact with the motions of the 
bodies. As the sparkes of life in the dif- 
ferent bodies became extinct the remains 
were gathered and carted 
away. The 


execution .was witnessed by a number of 
the members of. the foreign legation, in- 
cluding several women, who however left 
after two had been executed, the sight 
.of 
the heads falling, bodies collapsing 


with streams of blood spurting in the air 
was too sickening for them to bear.

There was profound sorrow through- 


out the city and county of. Racine this 
morning, when the announcement was 
made that County Surveyor Sayrs G. 
Knight was dead. Few people knew th:at 
Mr. Knight had been sick and it was 
hard to believe that lie had passed away. 
In his demise the city loses one of its 
earliest settlers, the oldest living civil 
engineer and a good and honorable man. 


Two weeks ago Mr. Knight was taken 


ill, being stricken with paralysis and has 
been lying helpless at his home No. 518 
Sixteenth street. From, the first his 
family entertained little hopes for his re- 
covery. Slowly he grew 
weaker 
and 


about 4:30 this morning death ended Ms 
long and useful life. 


Sayrs G. Knight was born at Battle- 


boro, Vermont, September 27, 1833, and 
was a son of the late Albert G. Knight, 


o came to Racine on horseback in the 


year 1S36, and was identified with the 
early history of the city. The son, 
Sayrs G., came tlie following spring, when 
but a few years old and his education 
was acquired, in the "primitive schools of' 
the early days,' and: he also experienced 
all of those hardships known to the pio- 
neer. Deceased worked 'hard with his 
father and when it; came time for him to 
choose a profession .he decided upon civil 
engineer. 


His first experience was when the old 


Racine and Mississippi railway was built, 
leading from Racine to Beloit and on 
west, and he was under the direction of 
Chief Engineer Foster. In later years he 
•.vas city engineer of Racine, Jiollowing 
the late H. G. Winslow, and he surveyed, 
prave lines and laid out a large portion 
of the north, south and west sides of the 
city. After retiring as city engineer he 
went west and was engaged in the engi- 
neering department 
at 
Omaha, Neb., 


where he remained for some years and 
returned to Racine. 


Soon he was elected county surveyor 


and off and on. has been surveyor in the 
county for over forty years. There is 
probably no living man in the southern 
part of the state who surveyed for the 
opening of more hew plats in the city 
and county than Mr. Knight, and his 
work was generally accurate and reliable 
nn-i many disputes over lines have been 
settled by his surveys. 


When the great controversy was on in 


regard to the lines in the south part of 
the city Mr. Knight was called upon to 
make surveys and his decision was talc- 
en as the right one. When in health he 
was ever on the move and working to 
carry out some plan for additions to the 
city and county. 


Although a quiet and unassuming man, 


ever attending to his own business, there 
was not a better known or more honored 
citizen in the county, and his death is to 
he sincerely regretted. The door of his 
office in the court hose is draped in 
mourning and the flag on the staff flying 
at half mast. 


There 
survives Mr. Knight 
a 
wife, 


three sons, Albert G., head engineer of 
an electric railway in La Salle, 111.: Wil- 
liam, employed in the Racine Boat; Man- 
ufacturing company offices, and Harold, 
who assisted his father in his engineer- 
ing work; 
two daughters, Jane M. 


Knight, of New York, and Marietta, a 
music teacher of Racine; three sisters, 
Mrs. Jane. Whiteley, Racine; Mrs. Jew- 
ett, California, and Delia Knight, Arid- 
over, Massachusetts, who will have the. 
sympathy of all in their sad hour of af- 
fliction. 


A business man said today in regard 


to the character of the deceased "Like 
his father before him, he was, distinguish- 
ed for a strict regard for fairness and 
honorable dealing, while his integrity 
was beyond question. He was a plain, 
unassuming man, courteous and genial 
in manner and made friends of all with 
whom he became acquainted. His ofJi- 
cinl duties led to an extensive acquaint- 
ance."

has passed an .act requiring receivers of 
public funds to deposit 'them promptly 
and providing for an examination of the 
accounts of the receivers. The object 
is to stop frauds and defalcations. 


Eight cases of serious dishonesty on 


the part of the American officials were 
discovered during the past year. Some 
of the defalcations were heavy but the 
bonds of the defaulters covered all losses.

ed on the charge of sedition in publish-

were rascals and that the

an amount not exceeding i?50. These 
benefits are paid from a fund collected 
from the individual members by assess- 
ments levied by the officers of the asso- 
ciations.

cident or health insurance business on

THREE LYNCHED; TWO 


COLORED, ONE WHITE 


Murder of Prohibition Advocate 


so Incensed Florida Citizens 


They Strung Up the 


Guilty Trio. 


TA3IPA, Fin., May 20.—Amos Randall, 


white, and S. Dan Kennety, and Henry 
Goldon. negroes, were lynched at Mul- 
berry, Polk County, thirty miles from 
here early 'this m-orning. for the murder 
of Barney Brown, a white man. Eandall 
was charged with being an operator of a 
"Blind Tiger" and Brown was a promi- 
nent advocate of prohibition in the cam- 
paign which ended yesterday. Monday 
night while Brown was enroutc home he 
was shot from ambush and his throat 
cut. The people became enraged and se- 
cured evidence which led them to believe 
that Randall had employed negroes to 
kill Brown. The three men were taken 
into custody and the negroes confessed. 
The trio were taken out and lynched, 
their bodies being riddled with bullets. 


FARMER BADLY INJURED 


Spirited Horse Attached to Drag 


Euns Away- August Tischen- 


dorf May Die. 


August Tischendorf, a prominent farm- 


er 40 years old, living near Frankaville, 
lies at his home badly injured and in 
danger of dying, the result of a runaway 
accident. 


Mr. Tischendorf was out with a spirit- 


ed horse a few days ago, when the ani- 
man became unmanageable and got away 
from him. When he reached him he de- 
cided to hitch the animal to a drag with 
another horse and work and take some 
of the life out of him. 


The team ran away and the farmer 


was thrown upon the drag and terribly 
hurt. He was carried to his home and 
Dr. Gorr of Kranksville was called and 
dressed his injuries, but is unable to 
state what the result will be. Friends 
state that the farmer is liable to die. 


RUSSIAN GOVERNOR 


SLAIN OUT OF REVENGE 


UFA, European Russia, May 20.—The 


assassination of Governor Bogdanovitch 
in the town park here yesterday was ap- 
parently an act of revenge growing out 
of the riot at Slatusk in March last, 
when twenty-eight persons were killed 
and fifty others wounded by gendarmes 
and troops. Details of the governor's as- 
sassination show that he was walking 
alone among the crowds in the park yes- 
terday afternoon when he was approach- 
ed, in a shady lane near the church, by 
two men, one of whom bowed and handed 
the governor a packet. While the ove- 
ernor was examining it the men drew re- 
volvers 
and riddled Bogdanvitch 
with 


bullets, no less than nine being lodged 
in his breast and spine. The governor 
died on the spot. The church watchman 
ran to the scene on hearing the firing but 
was unnble to stop the assassins who es- 
caped by Ihrpatcning lo shoot all who 
barrr-il ihi'h1 way.

JIADISOK, TVis., May 20.—The assem- 


bly amended primary bill was messaged 
over to the senate at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, and Senator Whitehead moved 
to take the assembly amendment under 
consideration 
immediately. 
Thereupon 


Senator Miller, 'the governor's first lieu- 
tenant in the upper house, presented a 
motion and preamble in writing 
which 


moved that the senate committee of con- 
ference upon bill Xo. OTA be instructed 
again to confer with the assembly con- 
ferees upon said bill and propose upon 
the part of the senate that the bill be 
so amended as to provide for nomina- 
tions by direet vote of candidates for the 
office of state senator, members of assem- 
bly, and county and city officers; con- 
ventions to be held for the adoption of 
party platforms, and the nomination of 
elective state officers, and for congress- 
men; the delegates 'to such conventions 
to be elected at the primary provided for 
in the bill. 


That said senate committee be further 


instructed to arrange a meeting with 'the 
assembly conferees at 6 p. m., this date 
and report the- result of such meeting to 
this body at this evening's session. 


At the evening session, an amendment, 


agreed to by the leaders of both houses, 
was adopted.in the senate by unanimous 
consent and subsequently accepted by the 
assembly, making the 
enacting 
clause 


read as follows: 


"This act shall take effect and be in 


force from and after its passage and pub- 
lication, subject to all provisions herein 
contained for its submission to the peo- 
ple for their ratification or rejection." 


TVHAT BABCOCK AXD OTHERS 


THINK OF ACTION. 


Congressman J. "W. Babcock was one 


of the many -who expressed satisfaction 
at 'the outcome of the long controversy. 


Mr. Babcock said: 
"I was gratified to learn of the action 


of the assembly in accepting the senate 
amendment to the primary bill, with an 
amendment which refers the entire bill to 
the people for their approval or rejection. 


"There 13 such a radical difference of 


opinion as to the status of the primary 
election among the people that it could 
only be fairly determined in this way. 


'•If no primary bill were passed, "the 


legislature might be charged with failure 
to carry out the pledges of the party 
platform. This action certainly carries 
out any pledges made by tho party, and 
further it gives to the people an oppor- 
tunity to say at the polls whether they 
want a primary election law. 


"I am one of those who believe that 


a primary law is unnecessary, that it is 
not essential, nor is it desired by the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin, and that when sub- 
mitted to a vote that a large and decis- 
ive majority will be against it. 


"It never has been charged that the 


present system was subject to fraud or 
that the majority was denied ita consti- 
tutional right to express itself through 
caucuser or conventions, or that the°e 
were serious defects to cure, and I do 
not believe there is any general demand 
or need for such radical changes or the 
passage of a law that denies the right to 
party representatives to assemble in con- 
vention. 


"The action of the legislature today 


ought to be satisfactory" to all, for ft 
opens the way for a full and free discus- 
sion of the v.-hole subject and provides 
an opportunity for each and cverv voter 
to give expression of his opinion" at the 
polls." 


Senator WTiitehead—It was within the 


power of the majority of the senate to 
have prevented the passage of a primary 
election bill at this session of the legis- 
lature. 
The proposition made hv the 


senate on March 26 was fair. The sen- 
ators who doubted the wisdom of the 
measure were willing to give, it a par- 
tial 'trial. Th^r are entirely 
satisfied 


with the action of the assembly and with 
the concurrence therein today "of the sen- 
ate. The people will dispose of the mat- 
ter to their own satisfaction. 


Senator Johnson—I think there is an 


honest difference of opinion among the 
Republicans of this state as to just what 
character of a primary election law is de- 
sired, and 'that there is an honest doubt 
about what the Eepublican state conven- 
tion desired. I think the 
Democrats 


ought to have an opportunity to express 
themselves on this question as 'they arc 
as much concerned as any of us. The ref- 
erendum is the fairest way to ascertain 
the real choice of all the roters in this 
state, and they should have that oppor- 
tunity after ample time to consider and 
study the question. This being the meas- 
ure advocated by those who favored pri- 
mary elections this method of adopting 
it by a direct vote of the people ought, 
to be satisfactory to them. The conserva- 
tive element of the 
Republican 
party 


oertitinly deserves gre:it credit for in- 
sisting upon tlic- proposition to giva every 
voter au opportunity 
of registering his 


opinion, on this system of'-choosing pub- 
lic officers. 


SIGNS AD VALOREM BILL. 


S 
The governor yesterday afternoon sign- 


ed the ad valorem railroad taxation bill. 
No memorandum of any kind was attach- 
ed to the bill by the executive. There is 
considerable difference of opinion as to 
what effect this new act-will have. The 
governor and some of his advisers say 
that it will make the railroads pay $1,- 
000,000 more in takes annually, while the 
railroad men declare that their taxes will 
not be as high as. under the license fee 
system. The first taxes to be collected 
under this act will be in 1905. 


OTHER LEGISLATIVE MATTER. 
The senate last night amended the 


game bill, by striking out the clause per- 
mitting spring shooting. It passed the 
bill appropriating $100,000 for an addi- 
tion to the capitol to provide quarters 
for the supreme court and $19,500 for 
general repairs of the building and the 
grounds. 


The gorernor sent to 'the senate last 


night a veto of the bill reducing 
the 


amount of capital required to do the busi- 
ness of casualty, credit, title, and surety 
insurance from $100.000 to $10,000, paid 
in cash, and from $50,000 additional to 
$0,000 for every kind of insurance, except 
what it is authorized to do. The gov- 
ernor says, while the capital now requir- 
ed may be high, the amounts fixed in the 
bill are too low. 


The senate refused to concur in Mr. 


Donald's bill prohibiting discrimination 
in telephone charges. A substitute am- 
endment was offered and defeated, and, 
when the motion recurred on passing the 
original bill it was killed by 14 to 12. 


The assembly concurred in the senate 


bill fixing the terms of office for circuit 
judges at six years. The measure is in- 
tended to eure an omission made in the 
revision of the statutes of 1S9S. 


The assembly sustained the governor's 


veto of the Miller crow bill. A new bill, 
which -was prepared to meet the objec- 
tions of the governor to 'the original bill, 
was introduced in the lower house last 
night. 
It makes it optional with the 


various counties whether they shall pay 
the bounties or not. 
The original bill 


•made the payment of bounties compul- 
sory. 


The new dental bill raising the stand- 


ard of education al requirements for ap- 
plicants for license to practice dentistry 
and requiring the annual registering of 
all practicing dentists in the state, was 
passed. 


The motion of Senator Martin to re- 


consider the vote refusing to concur in 
the 2 cent railway passenger rate was de- 
feated by a vote of 19 to 10. 


TOWED MANY MILES BY WHALE 


>'ow England Fisherman lias Thrilling 


Experience With Leviathan of Deep. 
BOSTON, 
May 20.—Captain 
Horace 


Hillman, an Edgartown. fisherman, has 
been towed by a maddened whale many 
miles out to sea. at a speed rivaling that 
of a fast express train. Captain Hill- 
man and Manuel Correro, a Portuguese 
sailor, went in the catboat Thelrna. ex- 
amining nets off the southern shore of 
No Man's Laud, south of Martha's Vine- 
yard. 


Suddenly a whale leaped out of the 


water within ten feet,of the Thelma a-nd 
brought down his immense tail with a 
fearful siwing. The boat rocked violent- 
ly and both men were thrown prostrate. 
Then the whale started out to sea, foul- 
ing the lines which attached the nets to 
the boat and towing the Thelma sea- 
ward. 


Gorrero was buried under a heap of 


nets. Captain Hillman wa-s stunned by 
his fall, but regained his feet and at- 
tempted to release the Portuguese, who 
was unable to do so. Captain Hillman 
estimated the whale ton-ing the Thelma 
a.t thirty miles an hour. Torrents of 
water poured over the broad fiat stern 
and he was forced to bail continuously 
to 
keep the small- craft 
from being 


swamped. To add to the gravity of the 
situation a squall approached from the 
south and Hillman was obliged to bail 
with one hand while with the other he 
fumbled at the halyards and down houl. 
Finally by almost superhuman effort he 
managed to lower the sail, but it was 
impossible for him to furl it. A 
few 


minutes later tlie squall struck the Thel- 
man and she was thrown almost on her 
beam end. After being towed for four 
hours the Thelma was freed. Captain 
Hillman thinks that 
the whale 
must 


have slackened its speed and dived. The 
captain was two days in bringing the 
Thelma back to port.

Delivery of Milk In Chicago Such That 


Great Mortality Will Result This 


Summer. 


CHICAGO, May 20.—Unless immediate 


changes are affected in the methods of 
supplying Chicago'with milk, the health 
department 
asserts that 
the 
public 


health will be seriously menaced and that 
a tremendous infant mortality is due 
this summer. A plan now being follow- 
ed by drivers of milk wagons is held to 
be a danger. 


Two deliveries of milk a day are abso- 


lutely essential if .infant health is to be 
protected. As it is the milk delivered 
in the eity is thirty-six hours old on the 
average before it reaches the customer. 
The effects already are seen in a rising 
death rate among infants. 


Health 
Commissioner Reynolds 
has 


sent a. letter to the heads of the milk 
wagon 
drivers union asking that 
the 


problem be given serious consideration. 


In the Ghetto it is found that milk de- 


livered in the morning absolutely cannot 
be kept for the 24 hours. Already three 
riots have occurred. Mothers have flock- 
ed to the depots of milk dealers demand- 
ing a fresh afternoon supply. As a re- 
sult a number of dealers have started the 
two delivery system. But their efforts 
have been blocked by members of the un- 
ion.

It descended. 
The whole canopy,

cried he, with a comic look of aston- 
ishment and vexation. "While I have 
been telling you what is the real se- 
cret of my interest in the sketch you 
have so kindly given to me I have al- 
together forgotten that I came here to 
Bit for my portrait. For the last bour 
or more I must have been the worst 
model you ever had to draw from." 


"On the contrary, you have been the 


best," said I. "I have been trying to 
catch your likeness, and while telling 
your story you have unconsciously 
•hown me the natural expression I 
wanted to insure my success."

AD VALOREM Bill IS NOW A LAW 


New System of Railroad Taxation the 


Only Big Event of the Present. 


Session of the Legislature, 


Mndison, Wis., May 39.—Well, 
the 


legislature has practically adjourned. 
Many—not all—of the.members came 
back for the sessions last night and 
today, but last week, including Friday 
afternoon, exhausted most of the busi- 
ness. 
There was fresh fiurry over 


primary elections, led by Messrs. Ray, 
Cowling and Barker, who with mainy 
others, object to being placed in'the 
position of opposing the primary elec- 
tion law, but nothing came of it. The 
people must interpret the failure as 
best they can. The assembly voted a 
full primary election system of nomin- 
ations to go into effect at once, and 
the senate voted identically the same 
bill with the qualification that only 
part of it (city and county officers) 
shall go into effect at once, the result 
of the plan to be approved or disap- 
proved by the people at the polls in 
the fall of .1004. 
Whether the law- 


maker having voted for this last prop- 
osition can be properly abused by his 
constituents on his return home is the 
question. If it be a matter of stnnd- 
ing hy the party pledge, the adminis- 
tration men must concede that they 
too were willing to veer from this, for 


some sort of railroad control Is sure 
to come. As an issue its value to the 
governor depends on, his success in 
leading people to ^believe that only 
through him can they get it and on 
the opposition taking or being forced 
into the position that the 
railroads 


need no pressure in order 
to treat 


everybody justly and reasonably. 


The shippers of the state, and there 


are 300 big concerns in the 
State 


Manufacturers' 
association, are op- 


posed to a commission and by their 
influence on. the 
assemblyman 
from 


their districts defeated the measure. 
This manufacturing interest LaFoI- 
lette notifies he does not need, which 
shows how strong he thinks himself .to 
be .with the man in the blouse. 


Soccen of Ad Talorem. 


The enactment of the ad valorem 


system of railway taxation is one of 
the most important enactments in the 
history of Wisconsin. It proposes the 
listing of all railway properties, every 
rail and freight car and baggage truck 
in the state, to tie assessed as your 
watch and house are assessed. The 
total to be multiplied by the same tax 
rate for you and the Northwestern 
railway company. The railway repre- 
sentatives say that this system means 
less taxes to be paid by them than un- 
der the present license fee system (4 
per cent, on gross earnings.) This, 
however, is doubted. The expectation 
is that railroad companies must turn 
into the state $1,000,000 additional in 
taxes. It is likely the railroads will 
contest the law if they can find any 
constitutional or other flaws. This is 
the history of the introduction of the 
ad valorem in other states. 
But it 


will soon be in operation and every 
lawmaker who had a hand in bringing 
it about may feel gratified in the same. 
The change will remove one cause of 
friction and put a stop to the repeated 
cry that railroads are not paying their

However, it is unlikely that we shall 


hear much about primary elections in 
the coming campaign.

It will be remembered 
that the proposal of a railway com- 
mission was defeated in the assembly, 
no doubt much to Governor LaFol- 
lette's disgust. That a reform body 
should take this action confuses the 
issue. However, later the governor 
revived the matter with a new bill 
that provided that the railroads should 
not charge more for freight than was 
listed in the published schedules of 
•Tune 10. 1002. 
The assembly passed 


this bill 55 to 37 but 
only with

saved the railroads, a provision that 
whore the rates should be unjustly 
low, the railroad commissioner might 
raise them. This was placing author- 
ity in one commissioner rather than in 
a full board.

Practically It is reasoned that the rail- 
roads would be very foolish in this 
time of unrest to raise the rates. 


Political Condition*!. 


The opposition to Governor LaFoI- 


lette is numerically stronger than ever, 
but it is hampered as it was two yeani 
ago by the burden of the load of the 
railroad lobby and other influential 
contingents which the farmer and 
working man conceives is opposed to 
his interests. The outcome will de- 
pend largely on the leadership, the can- 
didate named for governor by die op- 
ponents of tha administration, and es- 
pecially by the impression the thou- 
sands of "plain people" get as to 
whether the so-called stalwarts are a 
mere corporation-protecting contingent 
or a genuine ground swell for less one 
man power and more conservative gov- 
ernment. 


A. Popular Campaign Cry. 


Generally speaking, even

ponents of the governor admit that
